Specilized Knowledge 



Becomes 

WASHINGTON (CUP-CPS)— If 
you are near graduation, you 
can expect to make at least 
seven job changes in your 
working life. 

You can also expect half 
of what you are now learn- 
ing to be obsolete in five 
years if you are studying phy- 
sics, in ten years if you are 
studying engineering, and in 
fifteen years if you are study- 
ing law. In some of the phy- 
sical sciences, half of what 
you will need to know in the 
next ten years hasn't even 
been discovered yet. 

This picture of rapidly 
changing job requirements 
was outlined recently by an 
extension dean and a U.S. 
labour department official. 

Any student who specializes 
early in the face of such a 
fluid occupational outlook is 
making a serious mistake, ac- 
cording to Seymour Wolfbein, 
a top U.S. Labour Department 
employment expert. 

In a recent interview, Wolf- 
bein advised students to delay 
their majors as long as pos- 
sible. Students should take 
many different courses in or- 
der to be able to cope with

a variety of jobs, he said. 
The main occupational chal- 
lenge for students who will 
be entering the professions 
will be keeping up to date 
with new developments. 

Those with outmoded know- 
ledge will find themselves left 
behind as recent graduates 
or college returnees get pay 
.raises and promotions. 

A recent Labour Depart- 
ment study illustrated the pre- 
mium put on new knowledge. 
Physicists with recent BA's 
were found to be better paid 
than those with older PhD's. 

Life-long education will be 
needed to avoid obsolescence 
in the professions, said Paul 
Sheats, dean of extension at 
the University of California. 
Echoing Wolfbein' s views, he 
said that nearly one out of 
every eight workers is now a 
professional person, and that 
the average amount of educa- 
tion for these workers has 
risen to 17 years. 

The average educational at- 
tainment in the entire Ameri- 
can working force now ex- 
ceeds high school graduation, 
Wolfbein added.

Canadian students' attitude 
towards university liquor re- 
gulations is generally one of 
overt acceptance or "bottle- 
under-the-table' rebellion, a 
nation-wide survey showed in 
November. 

The survey indicated most 
students show utter indiffer- 
ence or contempt for univer- 
sity liquor regulations; re- 
gulations are ignored on al- 

and students usually get away 
with it. 

Disciplinary action by cam- 
pus or city and provincial 
police usually occurs only 
when drinking is accompanied 
by rowdy and disorderly pub- 
lic behavior, notably at foot- 
ball games. For example, a 
student's court at the Univer- 
sity of Western Ontario re- 
cently fined four students $50 
each for "conduct unbecoming 
students" and illegal drinking 
at a football game between 
the McGill Redmen and the 
Western Mustangs. 

But, in most cases, campus 
police and university author- 
ities turn a blind eye to 
breaches of university liquor 
rules. 

A probe of disciplinary pro- 
blems associated with univer- 
sity liquor regulations, the 
survey asked the editors of 
campus newspapers to assess 
student attitudes toward po- 
lice, fraternity practices to- 
ward provincial and campus 
liquor regulations, and police 
attitudes toward provincial 
regulations. 

A majority of universities 
reported a total ban on liquor 
on campus but only one of the 
dry universities, Sir George 
Williams, said rules were 
fully accepted and respected. 
Of the others, three blamed 
enforced teetotalling on re- 
ligious tradition. 

"The university was start- 
ed by a lot of Presbyterians 



who had queer ideas about 
drink and the other good things 
of life," chided the Univer- 
sity of Manitoba. Acadia Uni- 
versity and McMaster Uni- 
versity concurred, suggesting 
Baptist abstention had a hand 
in banning liquor on campus. 

Some universities reported 
liquor regulations are strict- 
ly enforced and students are 
at least careful to obey in the 

Three universities said 
drinks are permitted in de- 
signated locations on campus, 
or at official off-campus uni- 
versity functions. At Bishop's 
University, where students 
are allowed a "quiet drink" 
in residence rooms, and at 
Carleton University, where 
alcohol is allowed in resi- 
dence and in the official stu- 
dent lounge, few problems 
concerning liquor were re- 
ported. 

At McGill University, 
where liquor is banned on 
campus but allowed at uni- 
versity functions in the off- 
campus Students' Union, stu- 
dent drinking is apparently no 
problem. 

Of all the universities in 
the survey, only the Univer- 
sity of Waterloo reported no 
campus liquor regulations. 
Provincial regulations, how- 
ever, are strictly enforced. 
Student drinking on campus 
is treated as a responsibility 
of the provincial and campus 
police. 

"The fratman's attitudes to 
liquor are much like the en- 
gineer' s - largely vocal and 
not very mature," said the 
University of Manitoba, add- 
ing that periodic police raids 
on off - campus fraternities 
are often followed by charges 
under provincial law. 

The University of British 
Columbia said though fra- 
ternities serve alcohol to mi- 
nors they ■ ' do not get in trouble 



thus publicity. 

After a general question 
period, discussion groups 
were scattered about to dis- 
cuss questions pertaining to 
college publicity and how it 
could be improved. Dis- 
cussion was lively and the 
reports brought up many 
points dealing with the P. A. 
system and how its effective- 
ness could be increased, the 
bulletin board situation as 
well as the outside media of 
radio, T.V. and newspapers. 
Reports are to be drawn up 
and presented to the Director 
of Publicity as recommenda- 
tions to be acted upon by the 
Publicity Department. 

It is hoped that in the new 
year practical workshops may 
be held on Poster production, 
Newspapers, and Radio and 
T.V. to greater improve the 
efficiency and enthusiasm of 
publicity at Macdonald Col- 
lege.

with the RCMP if they restrict 
drinking to the fraternity 
house." 

At McGill University, fra- 
ternity "rushing" is dry, but 
parties at which alcohol is 
served are held at private 
homes. Fraternity open 
houses were recently banned 
on campus, but tickets are now 
readily available for "closed 
parties" at which liquor is 
available. -,^ r ^- 

In spite of reported dissat- 
isfaction with campus liquor 
regulations, the survey show- 
ed students are making little 
effort to change existing rules. 

Some university news- 
papers are forbidden by pro- 
vincial law or university re 
gulations to accept liquor ad- 
vertisements. 

Queen's University and the 
University of British Colum- 
bia both reported attempts 
to get a pub on campus. 
"We'll never get a pub but 
everybody drinks both on and 
off campus anyway," said 
UBC. No liquor license is 
granted within five miles of 
the university.

Fruit Cake Suggestion 



This is the time of year 
when all kinds of delicious 
smells are wafting from the 
kitchens across the country. 
One of the most traditional 
of Canada's Christmas foods 
is the Christmas Fruit Cake 
(just ask the Soph Home Ecs!) 
Any good cookbook will con- 
tain excellent recipes for 
these' cakes, but the old rec- 
ipes passed down from moth- 
er to daughter for genera 
tions are usually the ones 
the family likes best. 

Some suggestions which you 
might find useful when you 
make your next Christmas 
cake are as follows. When 



you make a fruit cake, you 
want just enough white or 
spice cake batter to hold the 
fruit together. Spices and dark 
fruit juice make darker cakes, 
and more flavourful ones. 

Candied fruit purchased in 
chunks and cut when you make 
the cake is nicest. Bake or 
steam fruit cakes in small 
containers because heat pene- 
trates slowly through so much 
fruit. Fruit cakes may be 
cooked by steaming them for 
3 hours and then baking in 
a slow oven for 1/2 to 1 
hour to dry them out.
